rizona has been a breeding ground for many un¬ 
usual life form r. Besides the obvious cacti, 
scorpions, cowboys, indians, black widows and 
armadillos, the Grand Canyon State has also 
bred Cactusheads; bizarre personalities whose 
minds and souls have been twisted and warped by 
a long slow process. Bombarded by dogma, religion and 
morality at an early age, residents of Phoenix, the capital 
city turned to .“Wallace and Ladmo”, a childrens' cartoon 
program, for purposeful inspiration. Existing in a hot, dry 
wasteland together with volatile catalysts, chemical and 
organic substances, thrust many a cactushead into another 
realm of existence in which complication and anxiety have 
no meaning, which resulted in the maximum output of art¬ 
istic energy. Some ofthe more talented choose to project 
their energy in specific directions, the most ponderous and 
interesting being writing and performing of musical comp¬ 
ositions. 

Choosing this pith did not promise the most lucrative 
life, but such is the plight of the Cactushead. By the mid 70 V 
bands began to form what would prove to be some of the 
most unusual and unique groups around, in Phoenix, Mod¬ 
ern Tribal Music started it off, and although they were 
closer to avant-garde classical than punk rock, members 
of MTM would go on to play vital roles in other earth-shat¬ 
tering bands like; the Consumers, who were the first punk 
band to come from Arizona. Their music showed the world 
(or at least a small part of the world) what originally 
existed in Phoenix, and bands to originate there would have 
their own sound ana style and not merely imitate their 
English counterparts. Other early groups to follow the 
example of the Consumers include Kra-Zee Homicide, the 
Exterminators and the Liars, who had a member who will 
eventually get to the point where he used to be in the Germs. 
The clashing personalities and harsh surroundings proved 
to be too much for most of the bands, who all gradually 
disintigrated. Their ex-members, along with other Phoenix 
locals then formed an invasion force that migrated across 
the desert to a more hospitable environment, Los Angeles. 

With most Phoenix residents plotting schemes in L.A., 
the world had to look to Tucson for a reason why Arizona 
should exist, and what they found was the Serfers. Spelled 
with and “E”. The Serfers were very radical for the quiet, 
conservative Tucson community they lived and played in. 
Although several members were not native to Arizona, they 
were a cactushead band and began to spread their graffiti 
on downtown underpasses, planetarium walls, and in places 
whose residents didn’t even know the meaning of the word 
graffiti. Living in a truely underground fashion, they 
shared a rented house which was spray-painted from one 
end to the other and always in a sta te of disrepair. The 


Serfers gradually picked up a steady local following and 
decided to seek fame and fortune outside their own Tucson 
paradise, so they followed the paths of their Phoenix prede¬ 
cessors and moved to Los Angeles. They arrived, however, 
to find L.A. in a depressionary period with many clubs 
closing down and others limiting their booking policies to 
mainstream and established acts only, so the Serfers dropp¬ 
ed out of sight for awhile. 

The band later resurfaced boasting a new name, 

Green on Red, a.id a new line-up with keyboardist Chris 
Gacavas, bassist Jack Waterson and guitarist/vocalist Dan 
Stuart remaining from the Serfers, with their new drummer 
Alex MacNichol, formerly of the Lewd as their permanent 
forth member. 

Their public debut as Green on Red came in the form of 
i self released 12 inch ep, but despite the fact that they had 
vinyl out, gigs were still hard to come by. Their music, 
while not nearly as trying as that of other bands around, was 
uncompromising in it’s own way, blending the sounds of 
country-tainted psychedelia and pop in a harsh, thrown- 
together manner. These elements boosted by the desert dam..g 
damaged personalities responsible for it, proved to evolve 
into some very catchy and original songs. Lead singer Danny 
Stuart never has any written lyrics to recite onstage, the 
words are made up as he sings them, keeping the basic 
concepts and ideas of the song the same every time it is 
played. Alex MacNichol keeps this band as tight as is poss¬ 
ible with his precision drumming, but these guys know how to 
have fun and don’t allow mistakes made to ruin that fun. 

Patience and endurance will eventually pay off, and with 
the recent resurgance of interest in psychedelic music, new 
opportunities have opened for Green On Red that did not 
exist before. A second 12 inch ep has been released on 
Steve Wynn’s Down There Records and many clubs are 
anxious to book them, so go see Green On Red and dance like 
an armadillo. - Robert Hill

There 
are a few gigs, like Chicago 
that the people slagged us 
off and than we slag them 
cff just as much and the 
whole thing turns into a 
real shitty atmosphere.... 
Al: I know you get slagged 
off a lot by people like 
Jello Biafra who calls you 
“las Vegas punk”, what do 
thing of things like that? 
Wattie: I haven’t heard that, 
but like anytime that guy 
wants to have a square go 
at it - I’ll fight him any 
time cause he’s a wanker 
right! A total wanker. He 
started saying that our 
roadies beat up somebody 
and that’s shit, and that we 
beat up somebody that we 
have never met, that shit. 
The Dead Kennedy’s have

The Exploited stopped off in L.A. at the 
end of their first American tour, they 
seemed to be pleased with how they went 
over in this country. This interview 
was a bit rushed (done durning what 
turned into a party of sorts), but talking 
to Wattie on three different occasions 
gave me the impression that the band 
were more like most L.A. (West Coast) 
punks than you would imagine. The ent¬ 
ire band was very accessable to the aud¬ 
ience at gigs, and in fact enjoyed getting 
drunk with their fans and showed a good 
bit of interest in the local punk girls. 
Here’s some of the stuff we talked about: 
Al:.... have you gotten any shit playing- 
in America? 

Wattie: No, it’s all been pretty good, in 
Chicago - it wasn’t like punks it was 
like trendy people I had to smash them 
with the mic stand, it was a really good 
gig but they started shouting really 
stupid things like “Do you ever wash?” 
and things like that. And like in San 
Francisco some-guy, some trendy guy 


got fuck all doing punk what so ever, 
Jello is just like a rich guy, a guy who 
can’t relate to any of the younger people 
I mean a fucking con - a square go any¬ 
time!! So are Black Flag, they’re the 
biggest bunch of piss going! Shit! There 
are a lot of good American bands but 
the only ones you hear in Britan is like 
Black Flag and Dead Kennedys.... 

Al: Well is there any truth that you guys 
are like sympathetic with the National 
Front or people like that? 

Wattie: That’s shit! I mean, I hate Pack- 
istanis right? But I like a lot of Blacks 
and I’m on to the National Front and 
thatsa load of shit (something about a 
guy who writes a weekly collum in the 
British paper who says lies about the 
Exploited is a asshole). Some of these 
stories we’ve hear come right from 
Jello Biafra, I mean there’s a lot of 
Blacks that are really great guys, but 
like I hate Pakis, there probably like 
Mexicans in this country, it’s like you 
go into their shops and they charge muc 
h more than a normal shop, say a beer 
in a norms.! shop would be like 50 pence 
or like 50 cents right, in a Paki shop 
the same beer would cost like a dollar. 


So that’s why I hate fuckin’ Pakis. 

Gary: I like all colors! 

Wattie: Hey I hate white people as well, 
Jello Biafra is a fucking wanker!!! 

Al: You hate people that exploit you. 
Wattie: Yeah, like our name says it’s 
the same thing as getting ripped off, you 
exploit somebody you rip them off for 
whit you can get for yourself. (At this 
point somebody kicked the cord out of 
the wall that powers the whole room 
and we lost our train of thought). 

Al: How many people do you draw in 
England at your gigs? 

Wattie: We haven’t done any English 
gigs in a long time, last time we played 
in London we got 600 people and that 
was at a small club. We like to do small 
clubs and not the big venues. The last 
gig we did in Scotland was over a year 
ago (The Exploited come from Scotland, 
except for their drummer). (Lights go 
out again). 

Wattie: I feel sick, I drank too much 
(laughs)... 

Hud: Why are you guys into punk? 

Wattie: To us it’s like a living and it’s 
our life, it’s an alternative to living 
like normal people do. Like we just live 
day to day like the way we are now. It's 
an alternative to the system. Like when 
people give us shit we stand up for our¬ 
selves, with like Crass it’s totally dif¬ 
ferent, the peace thing, who cares? You 
have to stand up and fight for what you 
believe in.... 


Al: Having an attitude like that, do you 
get a lot of violence at your gigs? 

Wattie: No not at gigs no, the only time 
we get violence is like between us and 
the police.... 

Gary: Or like we get trouble when wa 
walk down the street.... 

Wattie That’s why punks and skins got 
to stick together to fight everybody else. 
Hud: What do you think of religion? 
Wattie: It’s like shit. It’s bullshit that 
people die for religion..... 

Monk: What’s your religion? 

Wattie: I’m a Roman Catholic... I mean 
I don’t go to church... I believe there’s 
a God and that’s that. Something must 
have happened to make us here so there 
must be a God that’s as far as it goes. 
You should believe the way you want, 
life is just to get drunk and get fucked 
and that’s that. That’s life. 

Al: How long do you think you can do 
that as a band? 

Wattie: Oh 50 years!! (Laughs) (Talk 
goes on to moving - Wattie wouldn’t 
move to California but he like Finland, 
and he imitates the Finland thrash bands 
then Monk asks about Nazi punks.) 













Gary: They hear all this stuff in England 
and they haven’t got a clue what it is.... 
Wattie: They like to imitate, like in Ger¬ 
many they’re all going “Oi Oi Oi” and 
singing “I was born a cockney” in 
fucking German.... But there are a lot

of Nazi’s still in Germany (big argueme- 
nt erupts with everybody in the room)... 
at my house in Scotland right, I got a big 
swastica banner, an original - but I don’t 
have it because I like Hitler you know, I 


like it as an orniment - it’s totally diff - 
erent. (Arguement over swasticas...)it’s 
like if you have a cr oss it doesn’t 
mean your a catholic, it’s just a symbol. 
Anyway, Jello Biafra you’re a wanker, 
com- over to Scotland! (Wattie, and ev¬ 
erybody is a bit drunk by now).... 

Al: Are yon guys punk or Oi or.... 

Wattie: We punk, straight punk, Gary 
Busshel tried to split punk up into diff¬ 
erent groups but it’s all shit. 

Gary: To some people it’s like hep to be 
a “skinhead” in London, but they don’t 
even know why they’re doing it. 

Hud: What bands do you like? 

Wattie: I like G.B.H. and Infra Riot, the 
only bands i hate are Black Flag, D.K.’s 
and Crass. 

Gary: I don’t hate them, he hates every ■ 
thing!! 

Wattie: In America I like Kraut, Iron 

Cross, Channel 3, F.U.’s. 

Al: Is this your first band? 

Wattie: Yeah, bu; I’ve been thru 4 bass 
players, 4 guitarists and 4 drummers!! 
(Later on Gary told is that Wattie is 
really not that beligerent but he gets 
real defensive when people start putting 
down his bind which he takes great 
pride in., The next day was the riot at 
their gig - the band arrived during the 
fraeus ani were told to leave. The did. 
Wattie said it was one of the worst 
things he’s seen happen to one of their 
gigs. Their gig in Santa Barbara the 
next day went over real good).

INTRODUCTION: 

A primary interest of mine has always 
been the clubs. L.A.’s incredible variety 
of venues thru the years has made a 
major contribution to the flexibility of 
the scene here. Lately it’s beginning to 
look pretty scary with lots of talk about 
the lack of places to hear alternative 
music. The era of the intimate little 
club is fading into dreadful days of mega¬ 
punk shows that are as expensive as-they 
are boring. This chronicle of most clubs 
that had an impact on the scene covers 
those that are now closed to punk. In a 
clumbsy way, I’ve attempted a sort of 
order to this wonderful madness. I might 
have missed a few places, but do feel it 
is time to look at this mess from a histo¬ 
rical perspective. My biggest wish for the 
New Year is that somehow we discover... 
or rediscover how and why our music 
was an inspirationfat least something 
more than an arena for violence) and that 
rnaybe-because of this artical-someone 
will feel up to creating the great NEW 
club for 1933! (special thanks to Nick V. 
and Norma J. for suggestions and to A1 
and Hudly for all the help). —HELEN— 

— Looking at 1978/1979 in general— 

The original “old crowd” was a small 
group of people who had alot of places 
to see bands. A Number of these were 
discussed in the club rundown printed 
in Flipside issue #17 (unfortunately out 
of print). Before the Elk’s Club Roundup 
on St. Patrick’s D ay in 1979, some of 
the hot spots were clubs like the vari¬ 
ous Masques (of course). Under the 
guidance of the infamous Brendan Mullen 
(now running shows at the Lingerie) it 
was the ultimate hangout with bands 
forming and dying overnight...and nearly 
complete freedom.Then the colleges 
(like UCLA, and Immaculate Heart) and 
clubs like the Rock Corporation, The 
Great Gatsby(on the Redondo Beach pier) 
The Marquee West (in Arcadia) and the 
Club Azteca would open their doors to 
early local punk bands: the Germs, X, 

Go Gos and Skulls all had their day. 
Orange County fans had a hangout at the 
Rennaisance Cafe in Santa Ana. The 
great Art Deco dance hall, Myron’s 
Ballroom in downtown LA had a few ad¬ 
venturous shows in the early days. The 
artistic community has always flirted 
with punk, but the old Vanguard GAllery 
(downtown) really helped support things 
by hosting shows of the MAU MAUS, 
Black Flag, the Minutemen and so on. 

Then Blackies in Hollywood was a major 
club as well.Forced to close due to 
numerous complaints by neighbors, it 
seemed to be the first club to be singled 
out by the police for specific harass¬ 
ment. King’s Palace, Pippins, Larch- 


mont Hall and The Parkview (which was 
the site of a Slash benefit) WERE ALL 
open to punk bands from time to time. 
Hope Street Hall was another. 

The ELK’S Lodge riot was my first true 
LA punk show and was quite an initiation. 
What you’ve heard is true-it was a police 
planned and police orchestrated riot. As 
an event, it seemed to be a marking point 
for changes in the local scene. From then 
on, you could never fool a cop and punk 
had a reputation (bad). Club owners were 
more reluctant to stage anything that 
might be the cause of trouble. From then 
on, it was a matter of either keeping a 
low profile-independant promoters hopp¬ 
ing from club to club- or the booming 
big night clubs with monster bouncers 
that would stop just short of murder to 
keep the crowd in line.

#1.B4CES HALL on Vermont (Hollywood). 

Brendan Mullen tried to make this 
place into the Third Masque & held some 
good shows here. A comfortable independ 
ant. The club owners made the hall avail¬ 
able to other, less experienced promotors| 
and the cops descended on the joint in 
October 1980 during a UXA, Black Flag, 
Adolescents and Screws show. Yeah, 
there was tear gas, helicopters, and the 
kind of scuffling that usually closes a 
Jgr.eat club.

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# 2 .THE HONG KONG CAFE(Chinatown,. 

A vital club-one of the few places 
large out of town bands like the Mutants, 
Units, Minor Threat,Killer PussyAand 
Controllers could play at the time. The 
first show happened in June ’79. An ad¬ 
venturous booking policy. Sparce crowds 
in the early days-mobs and gobs later 
on signalled a rise in the general popu¬ 
larity of the movement. A TARGET for 
the venomous Madame Wong who hated 
the competition. Promoter Kim Turner 
got his face smashed in one raid and 
was arrested for resisting entry by the 
cops. He finally called it quits on New 


Years Eve in 1981. 

#3.The WHISKEY on Sunset (Holl, wood). 

Always had a long tradition in music. 
Doing the Whiske gave a local band 
some status and was one of the few 
places (besides the Santa Monica Civic 
to stage British punk bands in the early 
da s. Best thing was the sound system 
here •& how close ou could get to the 
bands on the floor. There was often a 
love/hate relationship between the club 
& the locals. This backbone of the L.A. 
rock scene closed its doors to all live 
music in the summer of ’82. 

#4. COOKOO’S NEST (Costa Mesa). Al¬ 
ways seemed to have a hate relationship 
with the punks. Run by Jerry Roach, the 
place opened in 1978 with a Masque ben¬ 
efit featuring the Skulls & the Bags. 

Often boycotted, it was a hell hole of no 
ventilation and bone crushing bouncers 
presenting some of the best bands of the 
day. It was O.C.’s biggest “legitimate” 
club-sporadically doing punk shows un¬ 
til ’82. After Roach quv-t it bacame the 
Concert Factory & despite punk rock 
being “banned” in Costa Mesa the 
joint held a smattering of shows. Future 
unknown. 

#5. STARDUST BALLROOM on Sunset 
(Hollywood). Another discovery of Bren¬ 
dan’s a few large shows were presented 
aere. An early one with X, and the Dils 
as well as a show in 1981 with a bill of 
Black Flag Circle Jerks etc. It’s an 
enormous hall in the heart of the low 
down whore district, it is still uncertain 
whether there might be furture shows. 

#6 FLEETWOOD (Redondo Bea*). Al¬ 
ways had a liberal booking policy but 
fully turned the weekends into lively 
events holding its major thrash shows 
in the summer of ’ 7 9. Actually just a 1 
large space it marked the emergence 
of a new era in the scene. YOUTH. It 
was less attended by the Hollywood 
elite & the new suburban/beach kids 
fought & established themselves as the 
dominant big shots of new music. Great 
absolutely fantastic bills (B. Flag, Sub¬ 
humans, Der Stab,Cheifs,Angry Samoans 
C. Jerks,Fear,Red Cross,Adolescents, 
Dead Kennedys,Germs,Middle Class and 
so on. Rude security-sometimes not 
much more than a torture chamber. 

It marked the start of something b ig. 

#7. OLYMPIC AUDITORIUM on Grand 
(downtown L.A.). The old rollerderby/ 
wrestling showcase had a few shows so 
far. Public Image in May 1980 and a 
Black Flag blast more recently. A rather 
unique setting. The P.I.L. show' was -the. 
first major concert with a gigantic aud¬ 
ience in an alternative space. Also no¬ 
table because the old crowd itself reali¬ 
zed just how large things had become. 

I’ll list this one-future unknown. 

#8.BEYOND BAROQUE(Venice). Normal¬ 
ly a cultural center for the literary 
connoisseur, a few odd shows have occur 
ed here. Vox Pop, Mentors, Angry Sam¬ 
oans and Horror Hospital in 1980 really 
opened things up- Teeny tiny. Not much 
has gone on here sinse the past year so

#9 POLISH HALL on Crenshaw (L.A.). 
First show was in late 1980 with Tuxedo 
Moon and D.N.A. promoted by Mike 
Sheppard. Initially a great relaxed at¬ 
mosphere and marked the invasion of 
punk into the black area. Like Bace’s 
Hall, the owner rented the place to an¬ 
other promoter and the final show ended 
in riot January 1981 at the B. Flag, Sub¬ 
humans , China White , Runs, Assasins, 
Mad Society show. 

#10. LAZARRO’S BALLROOM(downtown 
L.A. . Was closed to punk for a few 
years. Had a radical show recently (new 
owner?). Future unknown. 

#11. HIDEAWAY on Hewitt (downtown LA) 
Didn’t last more than 2 months. A large i 
space in the warehouse district and 
strike three for promter Carla. Was the 
site of a famouse riot the night of the 
Descendants, Mad Society, Stains, C" 
Jerks Geza X & Black Flag (all for 
$4!) with the crowd literally tearing the 
place apart. Can’t blame this melee on 
the cops either, because they didn’t 
show up until the miraculous end . 

Could have been a fine place. 

#12. WO MAN’S BUILDING on Spring 
(downtown L.A ) .large loft of a feminist 
cultural center where rad bands like 
Castration Squad and the Speed Queens 
played in 1980. Closed its doors to punk 
after the Delta 5/45 Grave show in Dec. 
of 1980' 

#13. JOEY KILLS on Victory (Burbank). 
Plagued with organizational problems. 
Shows were planned but never material¬ 
ized. Bands would show up , but the club ; 
wouldn’t open. Never really got past first 
base. Tsk. Tsk. 

#14. CATHAY DE GRANDE on Argyle. 
(Hollywood). Another on again off again 
place. AT TIMES the owners are very 
reluctant to stage adventurous shows. 

A great gathering spot-most memorable 
was Craig Lee’s reuinion show with the 
Skulls, Controllers, Bags & Plugz old 
style in ’82. The site of the dreadful 
Veil peacocks...bad boys John-Circle 
One & Ricliard B olton have been trying - 
so neat stuff here recently. And there is 
always a weekly folk nite. Good luck! 

#15. LA VITA HOT SPRINGS (Carbon 
Canyon). A great biker bar in a rustic 
rundown spa/mineral baths in the crude 
canyons of No. Orange County. Occais- 
ional daytime shows with O.C. bands & 



a final evening show crashed by the cops' 
Sept. ’80, just two short weeks after the 
Hideaway Riot, and resulted in the arrest 
of big daddy Eddie Subtitle. 

#16. SOKOL HALL on Western (Hollywood 
Dating back to 1978 opening with an F- 
Word and Avengers show. The final date 
was in 1980 with Caberet Voltaire & 

Young Marble Giants. Future UNknown. 
#17. LOS ANGELES MUSEUM OF ART. 
on Beverly (Hollywood). Still in exist- 
ance, a small room/gallery open to a 
range of avante guarde music & films. 

45 Grave & the Urinals played here in '80 
but not large enough to handle the crowds 
I .mean teeny tiny. 

# To. STARWOOL). on Santa Monica (Ho¬ 
llywood). One of the major hotspots, with 
big bangs every weekend. Bouncers tak¬ 
ing their jobs too seriously. Rodney on 
the turntable ogling the disco dancefloor. 
Video games & backstage anties(drugs) 
AND MUSIC. The best of the day. Re¬ 
member when Darby got arrested?Well, 
like most large stable clubs, Mafia 
affiliated. A great hang out. Hated by 
neighbors who tried to close the place 
for years. The final crunch came in 
1981 with the arrest of club owner Eddie 
Nash-implicated in the drug scandal 
involving John C. Holmes and murders!!! 
Starwood Sex & Drugs & Rock and Roll! 
#19. VEX #ONE on Brooklyn (East LA). 

A cool room atop a sort of comunity 
center run by Joe “Vex“. Inexperienced 
in the fickle ways of kids that get bored 
when set changes take too long, the 2nd 
show turned into a smash-it-up with alot 
of quaint property damage. 

#20. VEX # T WO-VERNE AUDITORIUM 
on Olympic (East L.A.). Undaunted, Joe 
had a show here to re-coup losses with 
B. Flag, Mad Society & the Plugz and 
learned the hard kernal of truth-bouncers 
become worth their wieght in gold. 

#21. VEX # THREE on Broklyn (E.L.A.). 
Had it’s hayday for about the first half of 
1981. Plagued by the fact that it was a 
dive (remeber the toilets'? what toilets?) 
and fire marshalls closing the place til 
it came up to code. Fab social place. 

While not a club you could be fond of, 
there were some of the greatest 
starring the locals as well as out of town 
ers like D.O.A. & even U.K.Decay from 
Britain. I frankly miss this pit. 

#22. VEX FOUR on Oak (downtown L.A.). 

A beautiful hall with a balcony and lots of 


| room to lolligag about. Joe Vex looked 
like he was going to become LA’s Bill 
Graham of punk for awhile. Presenting 
the Slits only LA appearance in 81 before 
the band broke up. The last show caught 
everyone by surprise, because it ended 
up in a typical fracas. Rumours of open¬ 
ing a 5th Vex club never panned out. 

#23. P.A.L. BOXING RING on Pomona 
Mall. Gobs of local talent in a few shows 
during 1981. Future Unknown. 

#24. ART’S BUILDING ON PkONA MALL. 
Bunches of shows in a tinsy tiny srtists 
studio. Small. No cop hassle for Adolesc¬ 
ents, Red Brigade, Raw Sewage, Christ¬ 
ian Death here in 1981. Future unknown. 
#25. LITTLE THEATER (Pomona).I 
never went here, but have been told it 
could have been great but never got past 
1st base wliatever that means. 

#26. LA ACTOR’S THEATER on Oxford. 
(Hollywood). Only one show in 1980 as far 
as I know with 45 GRAVE, Mad SOCIETY 
and the Undertakers. (L.A.I.C.A. and 
other galleries had short lived affairs 
with punk from time to time as well. 

#27. BRAVE DOG. on First (downtown 
LA). A small private club featuring the 
banned and avante-guarde bands in 1981. 

A FUN weekend hangout eventually can¬ 
ned due to the areests of She operators 
for providing booze to a minor. Talk of a 
benefit to revive the club never material¬ 
ized and that was that. Andy Warhol grac¬ 
ed us with his presence here and so much 
for fame, right folks? 

#28. VETERANS AUDITORIUM on Over¬ 
land (LA). There were a few early things 
here with the usual local punks. Mike 
Shepard staged a single show here-Throb 
bing Gristles final appearance before the 
band breakup in 1981. Future Unknown. 

#29. WOODSTOCK (Buena Park). Norm¬ 
ally devoted to heavy metal schlock. 

Social Distortion tread the water here, 
trying to bend the policy, but in the end 
Tony Adolescent got bashed with a pool 
cue and the door slammed on punk again. 
#30/THE STRAND on Pacific (San Pedro) 

In 1981 if you paid $2 you could see a 
bill qf Red Cross, Minutemen, Legal 
Weapon, Disposals, Saccahrine Trust, 

& Black Sheep. All in one night. 

#31. WEST VALLEY CONCERT CLUB 
(Woodland Hills) Ran in the end of 81. 
Locals. Possible front for the Mafia. 

#32. BARDS APOLLO on Adams(LA). 
Richard Bolton tried to start a hall in 
this magnificent movie palace during 81. 
Inexpensive, fabulous bills, but closed to 
punk after a big riot in the summer. 

Even tho it was located in the underbelly 
of LA, it was a place of incredible po¬ 
tential and was a great loss. 

#33. STAGE ONE on Brooklyn (East LA). 
There was alot of advertisement on the 
place, alot of hype, but didn’t present 
many shows. A take-off of Vex, the pro¬ 
moters didn’t care about the music and 
were just in it for a fast buck. Shame! 

#34. ALS BAR on Hewitt (downton LA). 

Was my favorite club. The best hangout 
of the summer, it was the place to go 




each weekend in the last half of ’81. a 
very flexible booking policy when opera¬ 
ted by Lezle Stein (thanks forever)-the 
perfect little club. The Fall played here, 
and the final week of shows was simply 
out of the world. Had to stop live shows 
due to the complaints of artists living in 
lofts above the club. Re-Opened briefly 
in ’82-everyone misses Al’s. 

#35. LA PRESS CLUB on Vernon(Holly- 
wood). M. Sheppard did a few adventurous 
things here in the Fall of 81 with Monte 
Cazzazza, FACTRIX, 45 Grave, Non, 
JvlLAT PUPPETS, Moniter and Flap. A 
quaint outdoor court, lounging room, but 
the owner hated thing so much that he 
turned the air conditioning on so high it 
was like the North Pole and closed the 
door to public shows.At least it seems 
to be that_way. 
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only club offering punk shows in River¬ 
side. Closed despite some benefits held 
to attempt to revive the club. 

#40. Godzilla’s on San Fernando Rd (Sun 
Valley). Large and rambling, operating 
in what was once an old bowling alley. 
The spawning ground of the now bitter 
feud between Frank Reed and BYO-the 
club was forced to close for not coming 
up to code & constant police pressure. 
There were some fine shows tho, with 


in 1982. 

50 CONTEMPO HALL on Hill (downtown) 
Ina scummy area, Carla held a few shows 
in an upstairs loft that reminded me of a 
small scale version of Vex #3. Misfits 
show was great, but the cops and broken 
glass doomed the club. 

#51. HJ’s (No. Hollywood). Carla took 
over this old stand by and tried to make 
a new venue, called Los Amigos in ’82 
after the Contempo ended. Plagued with 


visiting bands like the Damned, Anti Pastil band disputes, the owner of the club 


and the Effegies, as well as the usual 
local talent. 

#41. BROADWAY THEATER (Santa Ana). 

A one shot deal that turned into a free for 
all at New Years ‘82 show that featured 
Lost Cause, China White and TSOL. It 
was the familiar story of the promoter’s 
inexperience and lack of planning and 
■management—lending itself to another 
volitile situation. 

#42. DUNGEON (Santa Ana). I never went 
here, but know it featured local OC bands. 
Future unknown. 

#43. EL SENORIAL on Pico (downtown), 
Dinky little bar with a mirror ball so 
bright it could give you acid flashbacks

# 52. Union Theater/Star Theater (San 
Pedro). Had a few sporadic shows in ‘80. 
Dennis Boon tried to make a new club 
here in the end of 82.

Ahorrible place really-boring highschool 
atmosphere poor sound ( ttoooo loud in 
between sets)-CLOSED BY PRESSURE 
from irate neighbors.

#36. DEVOENSHIRE DOWNS (NORTH 
RIDGE). Has staged a few major mara¬ 
thon extraveganzas. Barnlike, unattrac¬ 
tive echoey sound system. An anti-punk 
policy has been weakly enforced at 
times. Last show was a Frank Reed 
production of local talent with rumours 
of damaged sound equipment and non¬ 
payment of the bands. The future of this 
place is still very much up in the air. 

#37. SLAM 81 (Pico Rivera Sports 
Arena). Even tho the show never happen¬ 
ed because it would have been an illegal 
assembly according to city laws-this 
was a unique plan of an all day outside 
festival to star Fear, TSOL, China 
White, Bad Religion, Agent Orange, the , 
Detours, CH3, Stingers, Crowd, Unit 3, 
Vectors, and Social Distortion. Would 
have been a major event-something like 
LA’s punk Woodstock. 

#38. GRANDIS ROOM on Melrose(Holly- 
wood). An atmospheric little bar, it was 
an attempt to replace Al’s Bar in ‘81, 

But it never really worked-maybe be¬ 
cause a lack of advertisement or that the 
club was only opened to music during 
the midweek. Never much of a money¬ 
maker. 

#39. THE RITZ on University (Riverside). 
After the Squeeze closed, the Ritz was the 


dia Room, poor attendence probable killed 
this place too. The shows were always fun. 
lOOFlowers, Meat Puppets, Romans, 
Minutemen, Mau Maus etc. 

#44. WILSON PARK on Crenshaw (Torr¬ 
ance). Fantastic daytime affair outdoors 
with the likes of Red Cross, Salvation 
Army, and the Minutemen in ’82. FREE!! 
Never saw so many white bodies in all 
my life. 

#45. Florentine GARDENS ON Hollywood 
Blvd. Had been stageing shows off and on 
-mostly foreign bands. Final show was a 
BYO affair with the Angelic Upstarts, 
Social D., Bad Religion & the Blades 
June of ’82. Owner of the club was very 
uptight about the violence at the place, 
and swore he would have no more punk. 
#46 THE BARN Alpine Village (Torrance) 
Glass wall, felt like you were inside a 
church-had a few w eekend shows in ’82. 
Final show was Dead Kennedys, Minor 
Threat,TSOL bill. Unknown why it closed. 
#47. Bruin’s Denn (Long Beach). A recre¬ 
ational center nestled in a park. Lots of 
up and coming talent unleashed themsel¬ 
ves here. The final show was a TSOL 
bill. People got jumpy. The usual. 

#48. DANCING WATERS on Pacific (San 
Pedro). Ran some great shows in the 
summer of ’82. A beautiful place. Per¬ 
fect for music with a cascading water fall 
on a fake cave wall behind the stage.The 
owners grew edgy when the police got 
wise. B. Flag, Social D., Leagal Weapon, 
the Cramps, Sal. Army. etc. 

#49. Moose Lodge on Mission ( Pasadena). 
Like Slam ’81, this was a showtbat never 
happened because the police stopped it be 
fore the doors officially opened. But I 
give the an “A plus" for effort in charg¬ 
ing $3.00 to see Saccharine Trust, Atoms, 
Anti-Red Scare, Section 8, 51st State, 

Bad Example and Ill Repute. Three bucks 


punks. Careful. 

#54. HAPPY TIM SS ROLLER RINK (in 
Inglewood). Violent, this place was as bad 
as the Cokkoos Nest-a hell hole with no 
ventilation. Site of a single show-with 
CH 3 and Sin 34, things got out of hand 
as people inside threw records in the air 
(ever get sliced in the face with flying 
vynyl?) and local toughs beat on anyone 
who looked threatening outside. I DO NOT 
blame the cops for this one. Let’s start 
to take some responcibility for our own 
stupidity. 

#56. MENDIOLA’S on Pacific (Huntington 
Park). Spaciuos ballroom-held a handful 
of shows. It is the site of BYO’s Feb. 11th 
fracas/riot at the Exploited show. Now, 
although the show was definately oversold 
(we’ve all seen worse at the Whiskey), 
THE EXTEME POLICE VIOLENCE WAS 
COMPLETELY UNWARRANTED. 

Last Comments: In general, the reason 
why we have lost so many clubs can’t 
be simplified. Sometimes its a matter 
of economics. Sometimes it seems to be 
due to vendetta attacks by the authorities. 
Club owners panic the moment they feel 
the crowd MIGHT get out of hand. Punk 
promoters have grown increasingly com- 
I petative for that "sweet easy money-and 
its fast becoming somewhat cut throat 
out there (tho that’s another story). And 
yes, once in a wahile the crowd doesn’t 
give a damn-and act toward a club like 
it’s a musical Mac Donald’s hamburger. 
No allegiance-just eat and toss the wrap¬ 
per. LA has been blessed and cursed 
with the history of so many clubs closing. 
It’s been what has kept the music jumping 
and alive. I only hope we can keep it from 
becoming a total war zone-that we can 
lighten up and remember to have fun.

F S: Where have you been this time 
around? 

Nick: You name it! 

F.S: How long have you teen in the 
Country? 

Nick: Six weeks. 

F.S: Has this teen a real hectic tour 

you were in Minisoda last night. 

Nick: UGH.we were in L.A. last 

night, last night we arrived. The night 
before we were in Milwaukee, tommorr- 
ow night in Flordia. 

F.S: You must have a big budget for this 
tour, how are doing it? 

Nick: Were just about breaking even, 
you know. 

F.S: Hows it teen so far, bringing in go¬ 
od crowds? 

Nick: Yea, it was a bit slow at the start 
and its picked up towards the end. 

F.S: San Diego was pretty good! 

Nick: Yea, there was alot of people. 

F.S: What do you think of L.A.? 

Nick: Its great. Every town you go to 
everybody all ways says, ‘ oh, what do 
you think of Minneapolis, what do you 
think of an Diego, what do you think of 
L.A., but the thing is your only in town 
for a maximum of two days,if your lucky 
useally your in town for one evening. 

F.S: How can you tell, right? 

Nick: You go back to the hotel and you 
leave again, so thers only a limited 
amount that you can find out about any 
town, and of course all towns have good 
parts, tad parts. If the gig happens to at 
a tad part of town, where not much is 
happining, then you get a bad inpression 
of the town, so I allways keep a open mi¬ 
nd about a town even if Ive been to the 
same town four or five times, I never 

think that its no good.just because I 

havent had a good time there. 

F.S: The last time you were here did 
you enjoy at least the show you did? 

Nick: Yea, its very easy to.get attached 
to L.A. cause of the weather and every 
thing. 

F.S: Out of all the bands that started out 
along time ago, U.K. Subs is still pulling 
it off, what do you think of that? 

Nick: Probably cause weve been unsucc¬ 
essful, cause we havent made much mone- 
y so we havent been tired. 

F.S: Does that say alot for your determi¬ 
nation or what! 

Nick: Another thing you ha ve to look at 
is that its tetterworking in a supermar¬ 
ket or something. 

F.S: Yea, I guess so. If your breaking 
even. Another thing is people put down 
alot of English tends like the Upstarts 
for being non-accessible to the audience 
so they get the reputation of being a stu¬ 
ck-up English tend, but I never hear any 
one say that about the Subs. Do you like 
to make yourselfs accessible, here you 
are talking to us. 


Nick: Its not like were making it accessi¬ 
ble, but we are accessible thats the way 
its allways been the nature of the band, 
you know we dont have to think about it, 
its something thats happened . I think 
Charlie is that sort of person. 

F.S: Hes so accessible that we cant get 
to him tonight. 

Nick: Well hes there, hes surrounded by 
people, I mean sometimes I must admit 
I like to tuck myself away and stay put. 

F.S: From listening to the records, bas¬ 
ically your doing the same stuff, its diff- 
ernt but your still banging out the tunes. 
Nick: The last album was more experm 
tal on one side of ‘Endangered Species’ 

I dont know if you heard that. 

F.S: No...how is the whole scene in Engl 
and going? 

Nick: Its alot of like a cult type punk ba¬ 
nds, like ‘Sex gang Childern’ ‘Southern 
death cult’ witch are very popular, ‘Kill 
ing Joke’ as well there very in England 
at the moment. 

F.S: What tends were you infulenced by? 
Nick; Me personaly in the last five years 
id say wire. 

F.S: Oh, yea? 

Nick: Yea, they were my favorite tend. 

F.S: What do you think of the old Americ¬ 
an sub culture bands before punk. 

Nick: I perfer that stuff to the modern 
day thrash bands...to be honest, allthough 
there are some thrash tends I like ...like 
the ‘EFFIGIES’ ‘Battalion of saints’ and 
also ‘Toxic reasons’...but I dont like the 
way its happining in England and in the 
states, thousands of tends playing like 
this (points up to Husker du) they all 
sound the same...I dont like it and I dont 
see the point in it. 

F.S: You think it duluts the message of 
the whole thing? 

Nick: I dont think theres any individually 
and I think punk means indivdually more 

than anything else.or it should be. 

F.S: What about the Americans who talk 
about anarchy? 

Nick: Its the same in England and in Am¬ 
erica the people who are shouting for an 
archy go heme to there nice suburban ho¬ 
uses. 

F.S: What do you think of tends like Crass 
and Discharge , do you think they know wh¬ 
at there talking about? 

Nick: I dont think destruction is the basis 
for any sort of society. Anarchy is a tool 
its not a way of life. Ixiok it up in the dict¬ 
ionary it means violent revolution, a viol¬ 
ent revolution isnt a system to exist by, 
its only a tool to change the system , its 
no use changing the system unless you got 
some thing to change it to, if any one of 
these people come up with a better system 
and then use Anarchy to change that systeD 
then that is destruction, otherwise its a 
bunch of bullshit. 

F .S: You think its bullshit just saying no 
system at all? 









Nick: Yea, theres no way you can have no 
system.no system is a system of its own 
it just means the people who can hit people 
the hardest ....the people who can get on 
with a gun in there hand becomes the lead¬ 
er of the country, and thats a system on it 
s own, and thats a far worst system than 
we've got, witch is a unfair as it is...itsa 
better system than pure brutality...if some 
one comes up with a system where every 
body is equal, and has the equal standard 

of living..(talk goes to the record 

companies that have folded on them and 
how they never get paid for the seven albu¬ 
ms and ten singles). 

F.S: Do you still consider yourselfs a punk 
band? 

Nick: Well no matter what we say or do 
musically we will allways be a punk band 
thats where we came from. We were all 
punks in 76‘ we all came together as a pun 
k band and no matter what music we play 
weather it sells good or not its allways 
gonna be punk. 

F.S: Where are you gonna take you music 
like the second side of "Endangered Spe 
cie.s”? 

Nick: Yea, i think so. Because when you 
stop taking chances as a band your finishe 
d , but if we turned out every album like 
the first album it would be pointless. 

F.S: But the new stuffs o.k. 

Nick: Yea, but i prefer doing the new stuf 
f . because its more of a chalenge. 

F.S: Lyricaly what will the new stuff cov 
er? 

Nick: Depends what songs. The ones Cha 
rlie writes....I dont know he writes differ 
nt to the way I write. 

F.S: How much of the stuff do you write? 
‘Nick: Right scence the band started about 
70to80% of the stuff is written by me and 
Charlie together and another ten percent 
is written by Charlie alone. 

F.S: What are you getting into about writ¬ 
ing now'? 

Nick: Well, I’m just writing a song at the 
moment its gonna be called ‘‘Over Amer 
ica’ ’ its about taking plane journeys over 
America, last year we did one hundred 
flights over America. 

F.S: Would you encourage other bands to 
play here? 

Nick: Everybody wants to play here all 
the English bands want to play here, whe 
n the opportunity does arise. 

F.S: Yea, but two years ago they didnt 
want to cause they all said it sucked. 

Nick: All the bands say they dont want to 
play here its cool to say‘‘Fuck America” 
thats the cool thing to say in England, I 
dont know why? we didnt say thatbut at 
the same time there desperately trying 
to get over, they say in a interviwe “Fu 
ck America, its a load of shit” and the 
next day they‘11 be on the phone‘‘cant you 
get us a tour of America” 

F.S: Is there any reason you dont have a 
leather jacket and a mohawk? 

Nick: I have a leather jacket, I’m just 
not wearing it, I wore it on the whole 
tour apart from tonight,and I did have a 
mohawk but I got rid of it. 
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Jack Rabbid was interviewed on New Years Eve at Flipside 
Headquarters by us. Anybody that knows anything about the 
IIC scene in New York knows Jack: he is the drummer for the 
Even Worse, publishes his fanzine “The Big Takeover”, used 
to do “Noise News”, helps with Tim Sommer’s radio show of 
the same name and generally is involved and knowledgable of 
what goes on - everywhere! Jack has been to L.A. a few times 

and this time we cornered him and “forced” him to talk. 

JACKS HISTORY. 

“I started doing “The Big Takeover” in May of 1980, actually 
it whs my best friends idea, and I sort of took it over. Almost 
the same time, April 1980, we started the Even Worse, my 
best friend was the guitar player and we’d been playing togeth¬ 
er for about a year and a half. We were your basic garage 
cover band playing “God Save the Queen” and stuff like that. 

We finally hooked up with a couple of guys from New York and 
the day we got together was the day we got our first gig, which 
was the next day. That’s how we got together, the Stimulators 
didn’t have anybody to open for them so they said “Why don’t 
you guys open?”. We thought it was a funny idea so we said 
why not. So we made a list of covers that we knew and those 
guys from NY made a list that they knew and there wasn’t one 
match - so we had two hours of rehersal to make up a whole 
set. We wrote two songs out of things that Dave and I had 
been doing, and both of them we still do, one of them is “We 
.Suck” which is on “Can’t Argue With Suck-sess”. So we 
played and did a couple of horrible versions of cover songs.... 

It was really funny.... it was at TR3 in front of 750 people..., 
what a way to start....Kraut started the same way opening for 
the Clash in front of two grand.... ” 

NEW YORK HISTORY. 

“In 1977/78...Blondie, Richard Hell, Ramones.,. that wasn’t 
reaUy the scene, they catered to people sort of like what Wall 
of Voodoo cater to in N.Y. today, the real sort of “In” trendy 
people, we never considered them legitimate. Even the Dead 
Boys they were sort of a big sick joke. We didn’t really have 
any authentic punk bands back then, even Richard Hell and no 
cut down on like Sonic Youth, I happen to like some of them 
but it was like the down town kitchen crowd. The media says 
the English borrowed it which is total garbage, the English 
came up with punk rock all by themselves. The Ramones, 1 
call them the Morons, we fun for an album or two but it’s got¬ 
ten so tedious to me, and I was more impressed by the English 
bands, we all were. What we could find of the L.A. and Frisco 
bands, Avengers, Bags, Dils we liked too..... We were always 
a “scene” in that we had shows: like early in ‘77 we had the 
Damned, then later in ‘77 came X-Ray Spex, Wire came and 
the Lurkers and U.K. Subs came in 79, there was always 
bands coming and then a whole wave started. This lady, Ruth 
Polski, had this brain storm to fly in these bands from Eng¬ 
land - that’s how Sham 69 got over here, and the played here 
club, this posh rock/disco called Hurrah’s. So she’d fly in 
all these bands and they’d say “Great!” come over and do one 

show and Laker it back.There was only two clubs back 

then Max’s and C.B.G.B.’s, and Max’s was closed all the time, 
so me sort of fir e and police problem. Then when Hurrah’s 
started they started the tradition of what is your basic rock/ 
disco like Danceteria, Peppermint Lounge, Ritz, you know. 
They cater to the big drinkers of the world, they’re not like 
rock and roll clubs. Then in about 1980 we started to get some 
American bands too, besides the Dils who came earlier we had 


the Zeros at TR3, we had X in 78 for a bunch of shows, the 
Screamers for a bunch of shows and a couple of other bands - 
the Nuns but they moved to New York for a long time. We got 
Legionairs Disease from Texas, the Bad Brains would come 

up from D.C. in 1979, the Viletones came down.all these 

gigs encouraged bands to start - the Stimulators had a big 
hand in it for awhile, they had a little kid in the band and as a 
result they were able to attract a younger audience. It was 
nice that they played once a week unlike all these other bands 
that would come once every 3 or 4 months. Oh yeah the Crass 
came over, and a funny thing was they played at a place called 
Rock Bottom and it said in their program “tire Clash”. As it 
evolved these steady gigs with the Stimulators and the Mad 
and there were a couple of other bands that came along; the 
Whoreloards, and the Tear Jerkers. These bands were like4he 
Misfits, they all came from New Jersey and they came in to 
New York to raise hell - they were big, gawky, ah, craaaazy 
guys. The Misfits were actually the most, uh... the other bands 
were just so... they’d break things.... The Misfits played 

Max’s in 78 and somebody threw a bottle and Bobby Steel 
threw it back and slashed somebody’s face, the club got sued 
and the Misfits were banned, it was a bad scene...... but kids 

were starting to congregrate regularly, and it’s never been a 
New York scene it’s always been the kids from the suburbs 
coming in, cause only so many people live in Manhattan, even 
today. It’s all Queens, and Brooklyn, New Jersey, Westchester, j 

Statan Island.so from those shows the Even Worse and 

the Awfuls started... we couldn’t get any gigs at first and even 
today punk is sort of a dirty word in the clubs because it 
doesn’t inspire either big drinkers or big payers and all’s it 
does is creat a hassel for people who run the clubs. New York 
has never had any promoters, there’s no need when you have 
15 clubs. Also it’s not as easy as it is here, because you can’t 
find any space for it in New York and you run into problems 
with neighborhoods and things. New York is just one huge 
city that is crushed into an island, it’s wall to wall apartment 
buildings, buisnesses, people, there’s not an inch of space. 
Irving Plaza is a hall, it’s one of our best places for shows, 
it was club 57 for awhile, promoted by people with a lot of 
money.... We did finally eek out some gigs at TR3 and the UK 
Club and about the same time the first Even Worse broke up 
was the time the Awfuls stopped playing, the first wave, the 
first “scene” just disappeared. We opened for the Bad Brains| 
at the Botany club in December of 1980 and that’s when I 
could see the transition come - there was all of the usual 
people but there were all these new kids and they were getting | 
into the idea and in early 81 the whole thing changed. Every¬ 
body who made up the earlier scene disappeared, except a few,| 

the just lost interest.at the same time punk was really 

breaking across the country.... and all of this in early 81 we 
had Dead Kennedys, Circle Jerks, Black Flag, DOA all come 
in withen two months of each other and that just stirred up 
even more interest. It got bigger and bigger and in the middle 
of 81 there started some local bands, and we got to do the 
radio show and that brough this little brewing Scene out of the 








tm^^TTint^h^bigger clubs. Tim Sommer (bass m liven 
Worse) got this radio show on WNYU that plays 3 1/2 hours a 
day of “Brit-dance-wave” and Tim eeked out a little 1/2 hour 
show every week, and he anounced all the gigs coming up and 
played the demo tapes of early hands. He went out of his way 
to promote gigs and clubs asked him “We want to book a punk 
band, who should we get?” So from there we got these punk 
Sundays at the Peppermint Lounge, and that really helped. And 
from there bands started putting out their own records. But 
in tiie beggining of 82 everything went do'Tii'ivAWfe had the 
problems everybody else did, as it wen tff 
started becoming complacent. People dSn’t appreciate ^ 
shows we have.... people go out of their way to be hardcojj

Kate: They said there weren’t chairs 
there for any of the other nights, just 
for us. 

Michael: But actually I liked doing this 
show because it gets pretty borin 











































playing for hardcore audiences constan¬ 
tly. 

Larry: What constitutes a “hardcore" 
audience? 

Michael: A bunch of people with mohic- 
ans and shaved heads dancing around 
and moshing on each other. Actually, 
playing for a hardcore punk audience 
can be fun because they know all the 
lyrics to our songs. But on the other han 
hand they might be just as apathetic and 
ignorant as this audience. Is that pro¬ 
found or what? 

Larry: That’s pretty fucking profound. 
Kate: But they dance anyway. 

Larry: Do you play your music primar¬ 
ily for people to dance to? 

Kate: To have a good time and throw 
beach balls. 

Adam: Hillary once ate a bucket of 
cheese. 

Michael: Ask me how we went to Bard 
College and all the girls had smelly 
trim there. 

Larry: Tell me about the time you went 
to Bard College and all the girls had 
| smelly trim there? 

Michael: Yeah, how about that.... 

Adam: It was a wild time, I mean really. 
Kate: Ask us about how we all slept 
| together in the lounge. 

Michael: We all slept together in the 
I student lounge until a police officier told 
us to move.... 

Adam: That was a security guard. 

Kate: And your friend (Adam’s) who 
wanted to pay for all the drinks at the 
[ bar. 

Michael:'And there was this heroin add- 
j ict who tried to pick us up and pay for 
all the drinks at the bar. 

Adam: His names Mark and he goes to 
I Bard College & everyone hates him. 
Michael: He takes heroin. 

I Adam: Now tliat john is out of the room 
I’d just like to say that he carelessly

| is curious where it’s gone to... and so 1 
sent him off to get it and that’s how I’m 
able to say this behind his back. 

| Kate: No shit. 

Larry: Were you satisfied with your gig. 
Michael: This gig... I don’t know... I was 
looking forward to it because we were 
going to reach a different audience than 
we usually do. 

Larry: Do you think you reached them? 
Michael: I don’t know how we reached 
them. 1 mean, a lot of twenty year old 
women came afterwards and seemingly 
shoved their breasts in my face and 
told me how mucli they loved the set. 
Adam: 1 think this interview would go 
much more suavely in a small, quiet, 
alcove somewhere. 

Larry: This is a small quiet alcove (it 
was the video viewing room-cuin-dress- 
ing room of the Kitchen). 

Michael: You know, the overriding para¬ 
doxical tiling about this show is the 
irony in that the seemingly “art” aud¬ 
ience rejects the Beastie Boys whereas 
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the seemingly “hardcore” audience 
seems to equally reject the “art-homo- 
sexual” band. I find that to be the over¬ 
riding paradox.... how about you Kate? 
Kate: I think we should become the 
darlings of the Village Voice. 

Larry: You are... you got a write up. 

Kate: We did? 

Larry: By Christgau....he recommended 
the show. What constitutes an “art- 
homosexual” band? 

Adam: Sarah Cox’s hamster. 

Kate: Crosty Spiegelbaum. 

Larry. Kate, where did you get your 
pants? 

Kate: Marco Polo ‘82 Import/Export.... 
at Walter’s world famous Greenwich 
Famous Village Emporium, 52 Bleecker 
Street, New York. 

Larry: How much were they? 

Kate: They were $16. 

Adam: They’re very sack style. 

Kate: They’re comfortable as hell. 

Adam: Well, they definitely don’t rub 
hard on your crotch. 

Kate: They leave me room for my 
massive dick. 

Larry: Where do you get your clothes?

Michael: I think the entire “N.Y. Thr¬ 
ash’ compilation was a complete rip- 
off, a complete scam put together by 
Tim Sommers, who generally mastur¬ 
bates constantly with Dave Hahn.... and 
by ROIR Cassettes. And ROIR is a 
rather dubious name since it’s sort of 
rumored, 1 don’t know if it’s true at all, 
that the owner of ROIR Cassettes is 
involved in cocaine dealing and the maf¬ 
ia.

Well, a couple d'ays before our scheduled departure we were contacted 
by No Future fend inforaed that Blitz had temporarily disbanded and the 
tour was off. So we simply expanded the East Coast tour and flew to 
New York in tine for a New Year's Eve show. 

Observation #1: You can't turn right on red lights. 

We were fortunate enough to stay with friends for the entire 
time, so our operating costs were cut to beer, pizza, and beer. Our 

first show was the New Year's Eve show at Irving Plaza with DOA and 1OHU 

the Big Boys. It was a real disaster. Apparently they were charging fj| wi jjl P 1' 

20 bucks to get in, while MDC and some local favorites were playing Juetjf-f 
a few blocks away for 15. It was no surprise that there was a small 
turnout at Irving, and the show got cut short due to lack of funds for 
the soundman.

Records (yuk) and he’s done the fanzine rag with “White Noise” 
and “Vortex” both of which, ummm, bit cement in the early 
days, much to the chagrin of awaiting Flipsters. 

So don’t be a floozy and hear the beef from this groovy 
geepie. Gene is a visionary and a poet, he’s got it straight and 

up to date, the man swings, buy the book, byebye.

Two kinda people exist altogether on this great aggie in the 
sky; the uncool (90%, eh?) and... the coolish. Gene Sculatti is 
coolish, he is even cool. But why bother the F’Side readers 
with someone the prob’ly don’t know about one iota: Gene is the 
man behind that exercise in hep “the Catalogue of Cool” avail¬ 
able at more swingin’ bookstores in Los Angeles, he is half of 
the dj team on that wildest show of radio KPFK daze gone by: 
“UNPROVOKED ATTACK”. 

“Unprovoked Attack” aired around ’81 and swung crazy 
with Gene and a man named Ron Spencer at the dials flippin’ 
and floppin’ bands like the Circle Jerks, the Hollywood Frames, 
the Angry Samoans, James Brown, Adam and the Ants and 
muchos more one after another interspersed with beatnik 
ramblings and quoats and dibbledabbles from old radio shows 
of the forties et al. And the wild phone calls, oh those phone 
calls; 

Caller: Is this Radio KPFK in Hollywood? 

Ron Spencer: No, this is radio KPFK in your basement!! 

Next caller: Uhmmm, errr, uhhh, yesiree... 

Gene and Ron (Singing): Yesiree that’s my baby, nosiree 
don’t mean maybe, yesiree.... 

Get the gist? “Unprovoked Attack” was free of the KROQ 
second grader yukyuk “lunacy” and had some of the finest 
guesta ever aired live in-studio including intellectual and sen¬ 
sitive psychologist Dr. Dick Brain, and the new wave accord- 
ianist Richard Frank (who did some rousing renditions of 
“Wasted” by Black Flag and “Sex and Dying” by X). And 
Richard Frank took requests: 
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WHITE FLAG were interviewed by 
A1 and Pete at the Troubador right 
after White Flags first gig there...... 

(As you know White Flag is the “not¬ 
orious'’ heavy metal punk fusion band 
that is made up of Riverside fanatics 

and Fountain Valley surfers.. who 

are: Pat Fear on guitar, Tracy Elem¬ 
ent on drums, Doug Graves on bass 
and the almost ledgendary Al Bum on 
vocals. Also in the band sometimes is 
guitarist Al Fee and Jello B. Afra on 
Bass or guitar. Doug plays drums 
sometimes and Pat (think of a River - 
side band and Pat has been in it) plays 
bass sometimes....) 

Al: What do you think of your guitarist? 
Al Bum: Who????? 

Doug: Just another guitar player.... 

Al: Doesn’t he get to be too much? 

Doug: Never. 

Al Bum; Nothing extra strength Tylenol 
can’t cure!! (Pat Fear runs up).... 

Pat: Hey, what questions were asked?! 
Al: What hand do you beat off with? 

Pat: Oil, uh, I usually have Al Bum do it. 
Al: Ok, what the song “Mirror Mirror” 
about? 

Al Bum: Oh that, I ad lib the whole 
song! “l look at the wall and what do I 
see, reflections of you - reflections of 
me, where ever I look you’re all the 
same.” 

Pat: It’s normally about punk violence, ’ 
but we have a better song called “A 
Question of Intelligence”..... 

Al: And you do the Gumby theme song! 
Pat: I tried for years to get Stan Lee 
from the Dickies to do it and he promi 
sed he would but they never did so we 
went ahead and did it. 

Pete: What kind of a band are you? 

Pat: We try not to fit into any catagories. 
So we made up our own.... 

Doug: Were a rubber band. Band aid.. 
Pat: People give us a lot of shit for 
being called “White Flag” and that we 
re ripping off Black Flag and all the 
Black Flag bros in Long Beach want to 
kill us - but the truth is Black Flag are 
our friends, Henry is like our biggest 
fan. So w r hy are these Black Flag people 
trying to kick our asses? 

Al: Why did you name you tend that then'. 
Pat: The whole reason for the name is 
to reintroduce anarcy back into the 
musical aspect of punk, because when it 


started out it wasn’t political and it was 
not violent, like when Johnny Rotten 
said - when he was singing about anarchy 
he wanted musical anarchy. Not social 
or government anarchy or violence and 
people blew it out of proportion. Mainly 
the media blew it out of proportion, So 
were trying to get back to an anarchistic 
state of music, which we are; we have a 
different band every time we play, I 
don’t think we’ve played twice with the 
same line up. 

Al: I think you rehearse that speech 
more than your band rehearses! 

Pat: Yeah! You said we were so pre- 
concieved but we’re the least precon- 
cieved band in the world. 

Al: Al Bum, who is your idol!!!? 

Al Bum: I don’t know if I should say... 

Al: Does it begin with an O? (Ozzy) 

Al Bum: No, probably Marty Smith or 
Roger Decoster. They used to go WFO 
but now they're retired. My real idols 
probably Iggy Pop and Bowie. 

Pat: I don’t believe in idols or icons 
but I like the Beatles, notice I did a big

Doug; I did in Newfoundland, I have 
two world championships..., 

Al: So what are you trying to do in .... 

Pat: I think a quoat from Greg Ginn is 
in order “We want people to start re¬ 
evaluating what they believe in”..... 

Al Bum: Punk started out with no rules 
and no there’s all kinds of rules, you 
HAVE to have short hair.... 

Pat: We’re breaking all the rules! 

Al: But is that worth being a band for? 

Pit; Sure it is, it’s fun. If they come 
and laugh at us it’s good, if they come 
and enjoy us it's good. We want to re¬ 
instate the pogo - these people have 
missed the pogo they missed all the fun! 

Al: Don’t you think that after awhile 
you’ll get tired of trying to piss of 
punks or whatever.... 

Pat: No - we’re not trying to piss off 
anybody we just want them to come and 
have a good time. 

Al: You didn’t play with your teeth at 
Mendiolas and you did here! 

Pat: That’s because Al Fee took my 
pick and I couldn’t play the lead with 
my fingers,... We had 150 people on our 
guest list tonight, we're just out to have 
fun, we want to get it back to where 
like you pay $2 to go to 'the Masque, that £$► 
was fun. Hey we wrote a song with Ian 
Gillian, Alex Van Halen, John Decon 















White Flag and they’re so closed mind¬ 
ed they can’t go out and have fun,....... 

A lot of people think we don’t exist or 
think we’re a joke....... we keep chang¬ 
ing members all the time, it’s a small 
circle of friends and it’s getting bigger 
all the time. When our records out if 
any body knows the songs and wants to 
play with us they’re welcome to get on 
stage with us. 

Al: Like Pink Flag when Redd Kross 
plays with you, what about Plad Flag? 
Pat: That’s up in the air until Black 
Flag can do some recording, they’re on 

tour right now.why do you call us 

“heavy metal”, how many heavy metal 
bands have 2 second songs? 

Al: Yeah you sound like a thrash band 
but what’s heavy metal is your (Pat) 
real concieted stage poses... 

’Pat: That’s just...that’s uh humor. Ever 
seen Redd Kross? That’s not concieted!! 
I’m not. going to name a list of people 
that are into posing, remember the 
song “I am a poseur and I don’t care” 
Well I am, punk’s all about posing - 
going out on the street and shocking 
people. You see a punk on the street 
and you go, “Oh a punk” but you see us 
playing and people go “ What the hell is 
that!!!?” We’re posing, we’re shocking 
people. Mike Ness has the right attit¬ 
ude, people used to dress up to shock 
people and now they do it with violence 
and that’s fucked, he has the right att¬ 
itude, so does Mike from Agent Orange, 
There’s some good people in this town, 
Al Bum: We try to appeal to the older 
crowd as opposed to the young skinhead 
who just bought a Black Flag record 
last week.... 

Pat; But if they want to be open minded 
they’re welcome to come to our shows. 
Like when we played with 45 Grave 
these skinheads we spitting on us and 
hasseling us all night, then later they 
showed us that they bought one of our 
shirts, but they wore it inside out so 
they wouldn’t be persecuted by their 
friends. Come on, wake up. 

Ai Bum: Just cause we have long hair. 
Al: I don’t think it’s the hair that mat¬ 
ters, it’s his (Pat’s) moustache!!! You 
look like a cop!!’ (Hysterics!!!) 

Doug: Oh never say that, you blew it, 
Pat: Yeah, let’s talk about cops. There 
are some police that are dicks but 
that’s because punks set a bad example. 
Hating all cops because they wear a 
uniform is just as bad as them hating 
us, that’s lousey, they’re just people. 

(A long debate follows.,...) 

Al Bum: Labels are soooooo bad...,,.. 
(The interview' drifts into talking about 
their Ski team. Al Bum’s and Doug’s 
surfing, motocross, contortions, their 
followers “Ozzy Youth”, the fact that 
they are straight edge and then some 
girl walked up and allowed the band to 
molest her while we took pictures).

It seems that all of a sudden theres 
been a rash of films and TV shows 
about punk rock. And they’ve all got 
one thing in common - - all of them do 
their best to slag off punk rock as a 
vicious, violent quasi-cult, out to warp 
and corrupt today's innocent youth. 

Lots of these programs have featur¬ 
ed songs, or refered to the songs. 

They always complain how totally viol-. 
ent and life-denying the music is. On 
the now infamous “Quincy” episode, 
Quincy said “...the music I heard said 
that life was cheap, and that murder 
and suicide was okay.” 

That just didn’t seem right to me, 
somehow. For some reason, 1 always 
thought punk rock was amazingly life- 
affirming, and very positive. But, as 
far as I knew, no one really sat down 
and did a research on the music. So I 
did. I sat down this weekend for a mara- 
thon session with my punk collection. 

I can’t say I’ve got a really definiti¬ 
ve collection, cause I’m too poor to buy 
lots of records; and there’s a lot of 
British punk included, which is really a 
whole different animal though it gets 
the same flak. 

Both suicide and drugs are hardly 
mentioned. Both groups combine d, 
including the comps, come to 23 out of 
421. (5 1/2%) Suicide is mentioned 
positively once, in a truely depressing 
song by the Adolescents. Drugs are 
mentioned pro once as well. There are 
13 negative references to drugs and 7 
negative references to suicide. So 


But, even so, what I found this week¬ 
end was really amazing. I broke the 
music down into catagories mentioned 
most often: Violence, suicide, drugs 
and negativeness. I added two others 
that are only mentioned occasionally; 
government and religion. “Violence”, 
in the table, covers 2 seperate catagor¬ 
ies, violence for it’s own sake and 
violence against the cops or govern¬ 
ment. By “negative attitude” I mean 
an outlook of a song or a group that is 
not as cheerful as, God help us, Top-40 
or synthopop. (I did not include those) 
Thus, though X has a negative attitude, 
it’s not that they’re pessimistic or any¬ 
thing, they just seem to be feeling a 
little down. The Adolescents and Anti 
are really down on society that’s why 
they’re negative. 

So here’s some statistics I found: 
Out of 345 total songs from albums, 
only 29 were pro-violence. That’s about 
8 1/2%. And of those 29, 25 were about 
violence against the government or the 
cops. Only four were about general 
window breaking. And NINETEEN songs 
were anti-violence, and they were all 
about how stupid it is to go around 
beating people up. Even by adding on 
individual songs from the comps, there 
were only 32 pro-violence songs out of 
421 (7 1/2%), and 23/421 anti-violence 
songs. Not surprisingly, the early 
British punk bands were the really 
fierce ones: subtract the Clash and the 
Sex Pistols from the total and it becom¬ 
es 16/345. Not bad stats for such a 
violent form of music. 


much for life being cheap and suicide 
being okay. 

There are no positive views on the 
government. A total of 63 songs (15%) 
are against the government not includ¬ 
ing the “Life in the European Theatre” 
comp, a British anti-nuclear comp (not 
included in the chart). And, there is 
only one positive view of religion. 

Some bands didn’t even register on 
this chart. TSOL’s “Beneath the 
Shadows” lp didn’t fit any of the cata¬ 
gories, and neither did the U.K.’s 
Public Image Ltd. And total percentag¬ 
es for the comps was a lot lower than 
for the others. 

There arn’t a lot of really negative 
songs. “American Dream”, by Bad 
Religion; “What I See”, by Black Flag; 
and “Losing Battle”, by the Adoles - 
cents are horribly depressing, but 3 
out of 421 isn’t even one percent. Two 
of Fear’s songs “I Don’t Care About 
You” and “No More Nothing” have a 
negative outlook, but Fear is a compl- 
eatly positive group, so the songs don’t 
seem negative unless you listen very 
carefully. 

So if there’s no violence for it’s 
own sake, suicide, drugs or a basically 
anti-life attitude in any of these songs, 
what ARE they about? 

LIFE. Except for less than half a 
dozen songs, all the rest are a relentle¬ 
ss push for life. They’re about thinking 
for yourself, about not fucking up your 
body, about having fun. I can’t even 
start to list all the cheerful sarcastic 
songs about the mindless yobs who do 
what they’re told. 

The songs are about the pressures 
of society that made punk rock. They’re 
about people who don’t have any other 
way out. They’re rallying cries against 
a half-fascist government, and they are 
about the hopelessness we’re living 
with. And they’re FUN. Black Flag, the 
’’infamous” band that seems to be carr 
ying the standart lately, does the most 
wildly insane song around “TV Party”. 
The Vandals are fun to listen to and to 
watch; and are far from riot-provokers. 
TSOL are just plain funny, and I love 
them alot. 

Like I said, I scarcely have a really 
definitive bunch of songs. Maybe some¬ 
one who has a thousand songs will make 
up a chart like this. But what I found 
was totally unsurprising, to me, and to 
anyone who knows punk rock. Obviously 
the writers of those TV shows never 
stopped to listen carefully to the music. 

Punk rock is NOT excessively 
violent, it does NOT promote drugs and 
suicide, and it was never negative. It 
gets a little depressed occasionally, 
but who doesn’t? Punk is a totally pos¬ 
itive, life-affirming brand of music. 
Obviously,the punk stereotype needs a 
lot of reworking.
